County water available to 70% of families 



Phase 12 Project to be awarded soon 



Judge Executive Tim Conley an- 
nounced this week that the county’s 
Phase 12 Water Line Extension Project 
is expected to be advertised for construc- 
tion bids within the next 30 to 45 days. 

Morgan County Water District Man- 
ager Cindy Montgomery said the project 
is designed to provide potable water to 
another 193 Morgan County families. 

In announcing the expected bid date, 
Judge Conley gave a progress report on 
the county’s long-range rural water de- 
velopment plan. 



“We have been working hand in hand 
with the Morgan County Water Board 
and I will be pleased to have this phase 
started,” Conley said. “It has been very 
enjoyable to be a part of this develop- 
ment for good, clean water across Mor- 
gan County.” 

“Currently,” he added, “we have wa- 
ter lines available to about 70% of our 
citizens if they choose to hook on.” 
“When Phase 12 is completed,” he 
said, “we should have about 2,400 fami- 
lies with clean, safe drinking water.” 



The Phase 12 line extensions will in- 
clude Right Fork of Pleasant Run Road, 
Hwy. 1161, Rube Branch, Indian 
Branch, Mortica Branch, Steele Branch, 
Hwy. 205, Demund Loop, Halsey Fork, 
Nickels Branch, Walter Branch, Glen 
Lawson Road, Woody Cantrell Road, 
Pelfrey Branch Road, Big Branch Road, 
Conley Branch, Old House Branch, 
Dedman Branch, Hinson Branch, Piney 
Branch, Pasture Branch, Wheeler Road, 
Little Caney Branch, Hwy. 1715, Doc 
Ison Branch, Fyffe Branch 

“After Phase 12 bids are let, we will 
start working on funding for Phase 
12A,” Conley said. “This will be de- 



signed to go across the Adele Hill (Ky. 
191), up Johnson Fork, Wheelrim and 
down Ky. 191 toward the Wolfe County 
line. After this phase, we will need to 
look at the small areas that are lacking 
lines and try to include these areas in 
the system.” 

Conley recalled that in 1998, a group 
of people met at the Morgan Inn Res- 
taurant to develop a long-range plan to 
expand water service throughout the 
county. “Together we developed a 12- 
year plan and I want to express my ap- 
preciation for their insight,” Conley said, 
adding, “I still reference that old map 
and use it as my guide when I’m talking 



to the water district board. That plan was 
implemented in 2003. Now, this 12-year 
plan is almost completed in a total of 
six years.” 

“But it is important to continue to 
look at the big picture,” Conley said. “It 
takes an infrastructure of dependable 
utilities to attract people and businesses 
to an area — including our County, and 
I’m glad to work in a county where we 
have the best in phone service and com- 
munication technology. We have reliable 
electricity. Our roads and water are be- 
ing improved. We are progressing and 
if we continue to work and plan together, 
we will continue to do so.” 



Recent party 
switchers can’t 
vote in primary 

But first-time 
registrants can vote 

FRANKFORT — Thousands of Ken- 
tuckians who have switched political affili- 
ations over the past three months in hopes 
of voting for one or the other of the candi- 
dates for the presidential nomination will not 
be allowed to vote in the May 20 primary 
election. 

Secretary of State Trey Grayson said that 
Kentucky law forbids people who change 
their party registration after Dec. 31 to vote 
in the May primary. The law, which has been 
long on the books, was enacted to prevent 
“party raiding” to sway an election’s out- 
come. 

Grayson said some 9,000 people have 
switched parties since Jan. 1. Sarah Ball 
Johnson, executive director of the State 
Board of Elections, said letters will be sent 
to every single person who is not eligible to 
vote in the primary to explain why they’re 
not eligible to vote. 

However, people registering for the first 
time will be eligible to vote in their party’s 
primary on May 20, Grayson said. 

Grayson said his office has been getting 
reports of either independents or Republi- 
cans trying to become Democrats in order 
to vote in the presidential primary. 

Voter registration drives by supporters of 
Democratic presidential candidates Barack 
Obama and Hillary Clinton could cause the 
number of ineligible voters to grow, Grayson 
said. 

Grayson said Obama’s campaign last 
week requested 5,000 Kentucky voter-reg- 
istration cards. “They’re obviously going to 
do a big push over the next three weeks to 
register voters,” Grayson said. “I’m sure the 
Clinton campaign will do the same thing.” 

Until this year, the Republican and 
Democratic presidential nominees have been 
decided long before Kentucky’s primary 
election. But this year, the Democratic nomi- 
nee has not yet been decided and Obama and 
Clinton are engaged in a tight race for 
Kentucky’s 60 Democratic delegates to be 
seated at the party’s nominating convention 
in Denver, Colorado, in August.

PRIDE Spring 
Cleanup slated

If the road or stream you want to clean is not on the 
schedule, you can contact your PRIDE coordinator to 
plan your own cleanup event.

Free t-shirts will be given to PRIDE Spring 
Cleanup volunteers, while supplies last. 

Eastern Kentucky PRIDE has awarded $142,113 
to communities across southern and eastern Kentucky 
for 2008 Spring Cleanup funds. Through the 2008 
Spring Cleanup Awards, Morgan County received 
$400. 

The grant funds will be used solely for tipping fees 
to dispose of trash collected during the 2008 PRIDE 
Spring Cleanup set for April 5-19. 

For the past 1 1 years, Morgan Countians have taken 
PRIDE in their region. In Morgan County since 1997 — 

•1,376 volunteers have worked 5,326 hours. 

•7,154 bags of trash have been collected. 

•3,053 junk appliances and 22 tons of scrap metal 
have been recycled. 

•14,657 old tires have been recovered.

Suddenly, Kentucky’s primary is important 



Vote by state 
Democrats 
could be 
crucial factor 
in race for 
presidential 
nomination

With the likely Democratic 
nominee for this November’s 
presidential election still undeter- 
mined, Kentucky and other states 
that have yet to vote in the pri- 
maries have taken on new rel- 
evance to candidates U.S. Sens. 
Hillary Clinton and Barack 
Obama. 

Kentucky’s coveted 60 del- 
egates and those of bordering 
states West Virginia and Indiana 
are considered to be in play for 
the Democratic hopefuls. 

The May 20 primary marks 



the first time recent years that 
Kentucky voters may be a decid- 
ing factor in the presidential 
horse race. 

According to The Green Pa- 
pers, a political website, 51 of 
Kentucky’s 60 delegates to the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion, which will be held Aug. 25- 
28 in Denver, Colo., are allocated 
to presidential contenders based 
on the results of the state’s pri- 
mary. 

It is also noted on the website 
that a mandatory 15 percent 
threshold is required for a presi- 
dential contender to be allocated 



National Convention delegates at 
either the congressional district or 
statewide level. 

Kentucky primary guidelines 
stipulate that the delegate selec- 
tion process is open to all voters 
who wish to participate as Demo- 
crats. Because the state holds 
closed party primaries, voters 
must identify party preference at 
the time of registration to be eli- 
gible to vote in the election. 

According to a March 6 report 
in The Lexington Herald-Leader , 
U.S. Rep. John Yarmuth (D-Lou- 
isville), said he expects the 
Democratic vote to be split, with 



Louisville, Lexington and North- 
ern Kentucky voters going for 
Sen. Obama, and voters in the 
southern stretch of Kentucky 
touting Sen. Clinton. 

“I think Kentucky is very 
much up for grabs,” Yarmuth told 
The Herald-Leader. “I think you 
can almost flip a coin at this 
point.” 

Sen. Clinton’s husband, 
former Pres. Bill Clinton, cam- 
paigned for his wife last week in 
Morehead, where several Eastern 
Kentuckians traveled to hear the 
past commander-in-chief.

The West Liberty Volunteer 
Lire Department responded to a 
housefire at 220 Dogwood Lane 
early last Saturday morning, with 
firefighters saving the home from 
the flames. 

WLLD Lt. Joshua James said 
dispatch received a call at 2:03 
a.m. from house resident Jessica 
Damron advising the structure 
was on fire. 

“Mrs. Damron was asleep and 
woke up to a smoke-filled house,” 
Lt. James said. “The fire was in 
the basement, and it appeared to 
have started around the clothes 
dryer area.” 

Lt. James and Capt. Jamie 
Phipps entered the basement to 
extinguish the fire in approxi- 
mately 8-10 minutes. No injuries 
or significant smoke damage 
were reported. 

Lire officials advise that 
homeowners and/or residents 
should clean out dryer vents regu- 
larly, and keep dry clothing away 
from the dryer while operating 
the appliance.

Social Security Board of Trustees 
report shows some improvement 



The Social Security Board of 
Trustees recently released its an- 
nual report on the financial health 
of the Social Security Trust 
Funds. While the key dates for 
program costs exceeding tax rev- 
enues and Trust Fund exhaustion 
remain unchanged, the 2008 
Trustees Report shows improve- 
ment in the projected long-term 
financial status of the Social Se- 
curity program from last year - 
particularly in the latter half of 
the methodologicial changes pro- 
jecting certain aspects of immi- 
gration. 

In the 2008 Annual Report to 



Congress, the Trustees an- 
nounced: 

• The projected point at which 
tax revenues will fall below pro- 
gram costs comes in 2017 - the 
same as the estimate in last year’s 
report. 

• The projected point at which 
the Trust Funds will be exhausted 
comes in 2041 - the same as the 
estimate in last year’s report. 

• The projected actuarial defi- 
cit over the 75 -year-long range 
period is 1.70 percent of taxable 
payroll - down from 1 .95 percent 
in last year’s report. 

• Over the 75 -year period, the 



Trust Funds would require addi- 
tional revenue equivalent to $4.3 
trillion in today’s dollars to pay 
all scheduled benefits. 

“Social Security is at a cross- 
roads,” said Michael J. Astrue, 
commissioner of Social Security. 
“I will continue to work with 
President Bush, Congress and our 
stakeholders to develop policy 
solutions. I also look forward to 
working with the next adminis- 
tration, since the challenges that 
face the Social Security program 
will undoubtedly require a bipar- 
tisan and multi-year effort.” 

Other highlights of the Trust- 
ees Report include: 

• Income including interest to 
the combined Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors, and Disability Insurance 
(OASDI) Trust Funds amounted 
to $785 billion ($656 billion in 
net contributions, $19 billion 
from taxation of benefits and 
$110 billon in interest) in 2007. 

• During 2007, an estimated 
163 million people had earnings 
covered by Social Security and 
paid payroll taxes. 

• Social Security paid benefits 
of $5.5 billion to administer the 
program in 2007 was a very low 
0.9 percent of total expenditures. 

• The combined Trust Fund 
assets earned interest at an effec- 
tive annual rate of 5.3 percent in 
2007. 

The Board of Trustees is com- 
prised of six members. Four serve 
by virtue of their positions with 
the federal government: Henry 
M. Paulson Jr., secretary of the 
treasury and managing trustee; 
Michael J. Astrue, commissioner 
of Social Security; Michael O. 
Leavitt, secretary of Health and 
Human Services; and Elaine L. 
Chao, secretary of labor. The two 
public trustee positions are cur- 
rently vacant.

USPS to stop selling 
stamps from cash 
vending machines 

The U.S. Postal Service will 
stop selling stamps out of vend- 
ing machines at post offices and 
other retail locations in the 
Kentuckiana District by phasing 
out the units over the next two 
years. 

There are approximately 125 
vending machines in 95 offices 
across the district. The decision 
to remove the machines was 
based on several factors: 

• Breakdowns of the aging 
machines are increasing and re- 
pair parts are no longer available. 

• Vending stamp sales are de- 
clining, service costs are increas- 
ing and some machines are gen- 
erating less revenue than the cost 
of their overhead. 

• While many customers pre- 
fer the convenience of paying 
with a credit or debit card, the 
vending machines accept cash 
only. Retrofitting the machines to 
accept credit cards is not feasible. 

The stamps vending machines 
are between seven and 20 years 
old, and all the machines will 
eventually be recycled. 

Although ti is not the case of 
every office or location, some 
machines had fewer than three 
customers per month. 

A notice was posted on ma- 
chines, at least 30 days in ad- 
vance of removal, listing nearby 
Postal offices and other locations 
where customers can buy stamps. 

During April and May, cash- 
only vending machines will be 
removed from West Liberty. 

Today, postal customers have 
a wide range of quick, easy and 
convenient ways to buy postage 
stamps - online at 
www.usps.com, by phone, by fax, 
by filling out a Stamp by Mail or- 
der form available from letter 
carriers and post offices, at com- 
mercial retail establishments, 
through banking and credit union 
ATMs, and at Automated Postal 
Centers. 

Stamps can also be obtained 
from your rural carrier, if you are 
on a rural delivery route.

Clinton, Obama equivocate 
on mountaintop removal 



March 30 — Sens. Hillary 
Clinton and Barack Obama both 
equivocate on the controversial 
issue of mountaintop-removal 
strip mining for coal in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Virginia and West 
Virginia. The presidential prima- 
ries in the states where the issue 
is biggest, West Virginia and 
Kentucky, are May 13 and May 
20, respectively. 

Clinton told The Louisville 
Courier- Journal yesterday that if 
elected president, she would 
serve as a mediator to help find 
solutions to the problem. She was 
interviewed by C-J Indiana state- 
house reporter Lesley Stedman 
Wiedenbiener, who covered the 
senator’s stop in New Albany, 
Ind., on her way to stops in Ken- 
tucky. Wiedenbiener asked, 
“Mountaintop mining has been a 
big issue in Kentucky. How 
would you approach that issue?” 

Clinton replied, “This is one 
of these areas where we’ve got 
to get everybody together and 
come up with some solutions. I 
understand the argument that it’s 
a cost-effective way to get at the 
coal, but I also understand and 
sympathize with the concerns 
people have about stream and 
river pollution, about the effects 
on the environment and the live- 
lihoods of people who are in 
other walks of life in the 



economy. My administration 
would serve as a mediator and 
conciliatory presence in trying to 
figure out what we’re going to 
do.” For the rest of the interview, 
on other subjects, click here. 

Clinton’s position contrasted 
with the initially reported posi- 
tion of Obama, who told the anti- 
mountaintop-mining group Ap- 
palachian Voices in January, 
“Strip mining is an environmen- 
tal disaster. We have to find more 
environmentally sound ways of 
mining coal than simply blowing 
the tops off mountains.” 

But in Beckley, W.Va., last 
week, Obama also equivocated: 
“My job as president, and one of 
the keys of federal government, 
is to listen and work with local 
and state officials who are knowl- 
edgeable about these issues, 
whether it’s a governor, or a 
mayor, or senators, so that we can 
make this work properly. One 
thing I can promise you I won’t 
do, though, is I’m just going to 
take a bunch of contributions 
from the coal industry and then 
just do their bidding, any more 
than I would just listen to the 
environmentalists. I want to lis- 
ten to everybody, get 
everybody’s point of view, and 
then make the best decision for 
the people of West Virginia.”

Both Sens. Clinton and 
Obama are expected to make 
campaign appearances in Ken- 
tucky before the primary. 

A SurveyUSA poll conducted 
on March 31 shows that Sen. 
Clinton leads Sen. Obama in 
Kentucky 58 percent to 29 per- 
cent, while a March 28-30 Gallup 
poll shows that Sen. Obama leads 
Sen. Clinton nationally 51 per- 
cent to 43 percent. 

A March 24-27 national 
Gallup poll shows that the ma- 
jority of all voters agree that Sen. 
Obama is a more formidable op- 
ponent for the presumptive Re- 
publican nominee, U.S. Sen. 
John McCain, with 59 percent of 
Democrats saying Sen. Obama 
has a better chance of defeating 
Sen. McCain, and 64 percent of 
Republicans saying Sen. McCain 
has a better chance of defeating 
Sen. Clinton.

These workers know how to trim 
trees to keep them healthy and to 
make sure branches won’t touch 
nearby lines. They use special tools 
like climbing ropes and bucket 
trucks made of materials that do 
not conduct electricity. If trees are 
too close to lines to trim safely, tree trimmers work with the local electric 
utility to turn off power to the line temporarily. 

Only qualified line-clearance tree trimmers are allowed to trim trees near 
high-voltage power lines! If someone you know plans to trim a tree next to 

a power line, ask them to call the local electric utility first.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - In 
early March, Gateway Commu- 
nity Action Agency Executive 
Director Dennis Gulley met with 
members of the Kentucky con- 
gressional delegation in Washing- 
ton, D.C., to discuss the impact 
that the Community Services 
Block Grant (CSBG), Weather- 
ization, Head Start and the Low 
Income Home Engery Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP) have in Bath, 
Menifee, Montgomery, Morgan 
and Rowan counties. 

Gulley was among hundreds 
of community action leaders from 
around the country who were in 
Washington, D.C., for the Na- 
tional Community Action Foun- 
dation (NCAF) legislative confer- 
ence. The purpose is to hear from 
leaders in congress and to share 
with them the impact that com- 
munity action has in helpin low 
income people become more self- 
sufficient. 

“It is important to have lead- 
ers like Dennis come in and share 
the impact and importance of 
these programs,” said NCAF Ex- 
ecutive Director David Bradley. 
“If members of Congress don’t 
hear from constituents about the 
importance of programs, it is 
much harder for them to support.” 

CSBG helps provide self-suf- 
ficiency services in a variety of 
areas including employment, edu- 
cation and housing. Weatheriza- 
tion provides engery conservation 



services by stopping air infiltra- 
tion, repairing duct work, repair- 
ing inefficient hewat systems, 
adding insultation, providing 
engery education and more. 
LIHEAP helps prevent utility dis- 
connections and running out of 
heat for senior citizens, the dis- 
abled, families with young chil- 
dren and other low income fami- 
lies. 

President Bush’s request for 
2009 would eliminate CSBG and 
Weatherization, and would cut 
LIHEAP by nearly 20 percent. 

“These programs have been 
able to enjoy bi-partisan support 
because they can demonstrate re- 
sults and because the need is 
there,” said Community Action 
Kentucky Executive Director Kip 
Bowmar. “But if we don’t have 
leaders communicating what the 
impact would be without these 
programs, then members of con- 
gress would not be fully informed 
about the decisions they are mak- 
ing.” 

Congress is beginning appro- 
priations and budgetary process 
for the upcoming federal fiscal 
year that begins Oct. 1, 2008, and 
runs throughout Sept. 30, 2009. 

“We believe it is important to 
show the positive impact these 
programs have in our five coun- 
ties and the negative consequence 
that would occur if they were 
eliminated,” said Gulley.

HOUSE WEEK 
IN REVIEW 

By Rep. John Will Stacy 




FRANKFORT, March 28 — 
As we wound up the last full 
week of the 2008 session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly, 
much of our time has been spent 
working out differences on 
House bills amended by the Sen- 
ate and participating in confer- 
ence committees on the state 
budget, the state employee pen- 
sion issue and other legislative 
matters. 

Funding the state budget is the 
most pressing issue to resolve 
with the House proposing a rev- 
enue package from debt restruc- 
turing, government efficiencies, 
and savings from state employee 
retirements. The Senate’s bud- 
get would depend mostly on in- 
creased state lottery contribu- 
tions, proposed reductions in the 
state’s prison population and sav- 
ings from state retirements.

The last day for the General 
Assembly to meet is Tuesday, 
April 1, before we recess for the 
governor’s veto period. When 
we return, we can then override 
any vetoes he may have made, 
and the session will end on April 
15 th. 

But there is much work to do 
before we gavel out the 2008 ses- 
sion. 

Several House and Senate 
bills were passed this week that 
will protect families, promote 
economic development and 
strengthen Kentucky’s streams 
and waterways. 

The Kentucky Recreational 
Trails Authority was created to 
implement programs for off-road 
activities including pedestrians, 
bicycles, mountain bicycles, 
horses, all-terrain vehicles 
(ATVs), and off-highway ve- 
hicles. Senate Bill 196 would 
allow the state to enter into 
agreements with owners of pri- 
vate property for use of their land 
for such activities as horseback 
riding, fishing, hunting and mo-

torized vehicle use. It would also 
provide limited liability protec- 
tions for landowners. SB 196 
passed the House by a vote of 99- 
0. 

Senate Bill 203 aims to im- 
prove the safety of amusement 
rides and attractions in Kentucky. 
SB 203 would require that the 
ride operator conduct ride inspec- 
tions each day and the age of the 
operator would be raised to 18 
from 16. The ride owner would 
maintain inspection records for 
one year; and ride owners would 
have to notify the commissioner 
of Department of Agriculture 
within 12 hours of an accident. 
The bill passed 98-0. 

House Bill 717 would create 
local authorities that would select 
water restoration and cleanup 
projects around Kentucky. These 
decisions are currently handled 
by either the U.S. Corps of Engi- 
neers or the state Fish and Wild- 
life Department. Developers, 
road builders, and companies that 
disturb waterways or cause exces- 
sive runoff that pollutes streams 
and rivers must pay what are 
called mitigation fees to the U.S. 
Corps of Engineers or Fish and 
Wildlife to manage clean-up. 

Under HB 717, local authori- 
ties could seek the Corps of En- 
gineers’ permission to manage 
such a project. HB 717 passed by 
a vote of 99-0 and now goes to 
the Senate for consideration.

Beshear gives 
up on casino 
amendment 

March 27 — Kentucky Gov. 
Steve Beshear, a Democrat who 
ran last year on a platform of ca- 
sinos at racetracks, including 
those in rural areas, said today 
that he has abandoned the idea 
at least until 2010, the next op- 
portunity to put constitutional 
amendments on the state ballot. 
The idea was hampered by early 
disagreements over details, never 
got the 60 votes needed to pass 
the 100-member state House, 
and had poor prospects in the 
Senate. 

“Beshear said he hasn’t 
thought about another, likely 
controversial option to expand 
gambling by executive order to 
allow slots at racetracks,” The 
Courier- Journal reports. “That 
option hasn’t been seriously dis- 
cussed in recent years but was 
mentioned previously as a pos- 
sible way to expand gambling 
through the Kentucky Lottery.” 
Tracks want casinos to com- 
pete with those in adjoining 
states, and the state’s budget cri- 
sis prompted various interest 
groups to support the idea, but 
their involvement also came too 
late to have much effect.

Bill Keightley was Kentucky 
basketball. Thus the appropriate 
nickname of “Mr. Wildcat.” 

With the exception of Adolph 
Rupp and Cawood Ledford, per- 
haps no one else in UK history 
is more closely associated with 
the program. Rupp and Ledford 
are gone. As of Monday, so is 
Keightley. 

“Bill made a difference in so 
many lives on a daily basis,” said 
an emotional Billy Gillispie 
while trying to fight back tears. 
“It didn’t matter how old you 
were or how young you were. 
(He was) someone who showed 
us what having the spirit of life 
means, and that person cel- 
ebrated life on a daily basis. You 
never want those lives to end.” 

Gillispie continued to shed 
tears as he talked about the 
March 2 loss to Tennessee in 
Knoxville. The wildcats were 
very much out-manned, playing 
without the services of Patrick 
Patterson. But UK took the Vols 
to the wire, which brought out 
the emotions of Mr. Keightley. 

“After the game, he was cry- 
ing like a baby because he as o 
proud of the efforts of his Wild- 
cats,” said Gillispie. “I’ve never 
seen anybody that got more men- 
tally prepared or as tougher on a 
daily basis and did whatever it 
took to give his Wildcats a 
chance to win. His spirit is go- 
ing to go on forever.” 

The former U.S. Marine not 
only loved Kentucky basketball, 
he loved people. He adored the 
coaches, players, his student 
managers and the fans. Before 
the season started, I stood on the 
Memorial coliseum floor next to 
Mr. Keightley and watched fans

line up simply to have their pic- 
ture taken with him. To them, he 
was a celebrity, but to “Mr. Wild- 
cat,” they were his friends. 

Former Wildcat Cameron 
Mills told me Tuesday night that 
if it hadn’t been for Mr. 
Keightley he may have never had 
the opportunity to play at Ken- 
tucky. Mills had not been re- 
cruited by Rick Pitino and was 
prepared to sign with Georgia. 
But the day before, his father, 
Terry, visited with his old friend, 
Bill Keightley. Both men were 
well aware that Pitino wasn’t 
going o offer a scholarship to 
another “2-guard.” But 
Keightley asked Terry if 
Cameron would be willing to 
join the team as a walk-on.

Big green eggs this time! 

Since the first of the year we, at 
The Courier Office, have seen some whoppin’ big hen eggs grown 
right here in Morgan and Wolfe counties. Now Tony Ball and wife, 
Reva, of Elkfork, have come up with huge, green eggs from their 
hen house! Tony came by The Courier Office early last Friday 
morning toting an egg carton with a big green egg, shown above 
on right, measuring 4 inches long, 6 inches round and weighing 
90 grams or about 3 1/2 ozs. A smaller green egg measured 3 
inches long, 5 inches round and weighed 60 grams. A big brown 
egg in the carton measured 3 7/8 inches long, 6 inches round 
and weighed 90 grams, or about 3 1/2 oz.. The other brown egg 
measured 3 3/4 inches long, 5 7/8 inches round and weighed 80 
grams (about 3 ozs.) Mr. and Mrs. Ball have several breeds of 
chickens but the green eggs were laid by Ameraucana/Araucana 
hens that are noted for laying colored eggs. But the size of these 
eggs are a different story. Neither Tony or his brother-in-law, Gary 
Howell, who lives three or four miles apart will tell what they are 
feeding their hens! Josh Adkins, of Lee City, is keeping quiet, too.

As I was walking behind 
home plate at Great American 
Ball Park, I caught a glimpse of 
Bill Keightley sitting just behind 
the backstop screen.

While 
I;m quite sure that Mr. Keightley 
never knew my name, he also 
never failed to speak when we 
crossed paths. Besides the fact 
that we were both UK fans, the 
biggest thing we had in common 
is that we both loved Cincinnati 
Reds baseball.

This link is one that many 
working women will find par- 
ticularly helpful because it takes 
them to Social Security’s finan- 
cial planning website at 
www.socialsecurity.gov/plan- 
ners. They can use the calcula- 
tors there to test different retire- 
ment ages or different scenarios 
for future earnings amounts. It 
also provides some detailed fi- 
nancial information about how 
marriage, widowhood, divorce, 
self-employment, government 
jobs and other life or career 
events can affect Social Security. 
And it includes a link to a non- 
Social Security worksheet that 
will help visitors decide how 
much they need to save and in- 
vest for a comfortable retirement. 
For all this, and other useful So- 
cial Security information impor- 
tant to women, visit the “For 
Women” page at 

www.socialsecurity.gov/women. 

In addition, Social Security 
offers a booklet entitled, “Social 
Security: What Every Woman 
Should Know.” This 24-page 
publication is a handy reference 
tool for any woman who need a 
basic understanding of how the 
Social Security retirement, sur- 
vivors and disability programs 
work. It also includes informa- 
tion for women on what to keep 
in mind about the Social Secu- 
rity program if they become wid- 
owed or divorced. And it ad- 
dresses other Social Security is- 
sues that a woman may encoun- 
ter, such as how to change name, 
get Social Security numbers for 
her child(ren), and ensure Social 



Security coverage if she is self- 
employed or a household worker.
